"Q.  When  was  the  first  Imperial  Conference  called  in  1941? 

»»A.  It  was  in  July,  I  believe.  I  do  not  remember  definitely. 

"Q.  What  was  the  basic  reason  for  the  Imperial  Conference 
of  July  1941? 

"A.  I  think  that  the  basic  reason  was  the  problem  of  dis¬ 
patching  troops  to  south  indo-China. 

"Q.  Whose  plan  was  considered  in  reference  to  this  problem? 

"A.  I  don't  remember  definitely,  but  essentially  I  think  it 
was  probably  the  War  Minister's  plan.  Before  the  Imper¬ 
ial  Conference,  there  had  been  a  Liaison  Conference  which 
had  practically  settled  the  matter.  This  was  attended  by 
the  Prime  Minister,  the  Ministers  involved  and  the  Chiefs 
of  Staff. 


"Q.  What  Ministers  were  involved? 

"A.  I  don't  remember  clearly,  but  the  Premier,  the  Foreign 
Minister,  and  the  Army  and  L-avy  Ministers  were  involved. 

I  am  not  sure  whether  the  President  of  the  Planning  Board 
was  there  or  not.  The  rwo  Chiefs  of  Staff  were  also  pre¬ 
sent.  That  was  the  conference."
